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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/28/10 
has been entered. 

Claim(s) 1-5, 9-12, 17-23, 25-26, 42-43 have been cancelled. Claim(s) 6-8, 13- 
16, 24, 27-41 are pending. Claim(s) 6, 13, 24, 35, 37 have been amended. Claim(s) 6- 
8, 13-16, 24, 27-41 are examined herein. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 1/28/10 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
Patent 5,958,459 and US Patent 6,143,322 have been reviewed and are accepted. The 
terminal disclaimers have been recorded. The obviousness double patenting rejections 
are hereby withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and found persuasive to 
withdraw the 103(a) obviousness rejection of the last Office Action. 

The claims are now free of the prior art and in condition for allowance.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art is Goldie et al. (US Patent 4,844,909) in view of Oshlack et 
al. (US Patent 5,286,493). The Goldie reference teaches an organic dispersion of a 
hydrophobic polymer, whereas the instant invention teaches an aqueous dispersion. 
The Oshlack reference does not teach or suggest the limitation of curing for 24 hours at 
a relative humidity from about 60 to 100%. It is known in the art that the curing step of a 
polymer significantly changes its stability and in the instant invention, this results in 
increased stability of the oral dosage form. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
